‘Hale and Lodge Tell Senate 


People. Will Reckon wit 
Treasury Looters 


NO MERCY TO BE SHOWK 


IN THAT DAY OF WRATH 


Looters, Says Hale, Will Seek Rocks 
and Mountains—Billion Dollar 
Session Is Approaching. 
Another Pension Ar- 
my Predicted. 


Washington, February 14.—The senate 
devoted practically the entire time of its 
sessions today to the agricultural appro- 
priation bili. The measure was not com- 
pleted. During the discussion of the bill 
Mr. Hale, of Maine, ard Mr. Lodge, of 
Massachusett:, sounded notes of 


warning against the enormous appropri- 
ations being made by the present con- 


eress. 

Mr. Hiale said the people of the coun- 
try soon would become alarmed and then 
those who were responsible for the im- 
mense expenditures would seek the rocks 
and mountains to hide from tho wrath 
of the reople. 

Mr. Lodge declared that the expendi- 
tures of the government, as shown by 
the appropriations, were approaching 
rapidly the billion dollar mark, and he 
believed it was now time to draw the 
line. Every necessary expenditure ought 
to be made, but he asserted that some 


pills, notebly the river and harbor bill, 


were loaded down with needless and use- 


less appropriations. 
An amendm@nt proposed by Mr. Shoup, 


of Pensioners. 
Mr. Hale to this statement and 
added that every” man tn the Phitippnes 
would be on the pension list in five 
ears, 

“This kind of war,” he.said, “is the 
most cruel and destructive in its rav- 
ages. All the soldiers now in the Phil- 
ippines- will want pensions and we will 
sive pensions to them.’’, 

Mr. Sewell, of New ' Jersey, declared 
Mr. Pettigrew’s statement, that there 
were 10,000 sick and disabled soldiers in 
the Philippines who could not be given 
proper care, was not true. 

Mr. Teller, of Colorado, supported Mr. 
Pettigrew’s statement and the latter de- 
clared his belief that the number of sick 
and @isabled soldiers in the Philippines 
would aggregate 40,000 a vear for years 
to come, or so long as the war might 
last. 

Consideration of the agricultural ap- 

propriation bill was then resumed, the 
pending question being the amendment 
of Mr. Teller, striking out the proviscn 
for the mapping of the agricultural soils 
ef the United States. Mr. Hale joined 
in the fight against the provision. 
“Ts there,’ he said, ‘‘to be no stop ic 
the schemes for depleting the treasury? 
This will cost $100,000,000. It will never 
stop until every county is mapped.” 

Mr. Tillman, of South Carolina, vigor- 
cusly supported the committee amend- 
ment, as in the interest of the farmers 
of the country. 

Mr. Proctor, in charge of the bill, said 
that the amendment called for the ex- 
yerditure of only $91,000. 

Pettus Draws a Ucntrast. 

Mr. Pettus, of Alabama, directed the 
senate’s attention to two word pictures, 
one of a proposition to spend $225,000,000 
for the benefit of ship owners and ship 
builders of the country and the other 
of a project to spend less than $100,900 
for the benefit of more than half the 
population of the United States. 

Mr. Hale reiterated his assertion as to 
the ultimate cost of the proposed project. 
He argued that there was no demand 
from the hard-headed farmers of the 
country for this scheme. 

re is nothing so thankless,” Mr. 
H said, “as to object wher schemes 
and interests are organized to loot the 
treasury. The tremendous expenditures 
constantly before our eyes are so demor- 
alizing to our minds that we are incapa- 
ble of understanding and appreciating 
them. When the people once realize the 
situation, those who are responsibie for 
these expenditures will cail uren the 
rocks and mcuntains to hide them from 
the wrath of the people. When we get to 
the end of this congress and figure up the 
appropriations they will be found to be 
larger—yea, very much larger—than they 
have ever been before by an American 
congress.”’ 

Mr. Chandler joined Mr. Hale in the 
warning against extravagant appropria- 
tions. He said thet while senators on 
the other side of the chamber might in- 
gist upon “getting their share,’ they 
would be the first to denounce the ex- 
travagance upon the hustings and the re- 
publican party would be overwhelmed for 
its extravagance. 

Mr. Bacon, of Georgia, supported the 
amendment.

Several Senators Say They Will Op- 
pose President’s Recommenda- 
tions—Gen. Agnus Works 
for Schley—Hobson 
and Blue Up. 


Washington, February 14.—The presi- 
dent today sent a special message recom- 
mending that the same recognition that 
has been given Dewey and his officers 
and men for his services in Manila bay 
should be given Sampson, commander of 
the north Atlantic fleet and his men fcr 
services in and about Cuba. 

Message of Pres‘dent. 

The message follows: 

“During crr recent war with Spain the 
United States naval force on the north 
Atlantic section was charged with varied 
and impertant dut‘es, chief&.anrong which 
were the maintenance of the Lluck- 
ade of Cuba; aiding the army in 
landing troops, and in subsequent oper- 
ations, and particularly in the pursuit, 
blockade and destruction of the Spanish 
eguadron under Admiral Cervera. 

“This naval campaign, embracing ob- 
jects of wide scope and grave responsibil- 
ity, was conducted with great ability on 
the part of the commander-in-chief and 
of the officers and enlisied men under 
his command. It culminated in the an- 
nihilation of the Spanish fleet in the bat- 
tle of July 3, 1898, one of the most memer- 
able naval engagements in history. 

“The result of the battle was the free- 
ing of our Atlantic coast from the poasi- 
bilities to which it had been exposed from 
Admiral Cervera’s fleet, and the termi- 
nation of the war upon the seas, 

“T recommend that, following our ma-

Sampson-Schley Fight On. 
The Sampson-Schley controversy was re- 
newed as the result of the president’s ném- 
inations, and a number of senators an- 
nounced their opposition to the nomina- 
tions. During the afternoon a number of 


them received a telegram from General. 
Felix Agnus, of Baltimore, protesting 
against the preferment of Admiral Samp- 
son. This telegram was as follows: 

“T ask in the name of truth and justite 
that you will not allow history to be per- 
yerted by permitting the advancement of 
Admiral Sampson over Admiral Schley, 
for a victory in which he had no part, not 
even firing a single shot. Had Samp3on, in 
announcing the American victory. told 
the truth and said that while he was 
unavoidably absent at the time of the 
action, be it said for the glory of the 
flag that Schley was cn the spot, Amer- 
ica would still be ringing with his plaud- 
its. This he did not do, as you well 
know. Instead he started the contro- 
versy which has just culminated ‘n the 
neminations sent to the senate. If they 
are confirmed h'story will have been falsi- 
fied and a monstrous injustice done a 
brave American officer. May I ask you to 
prevent these confirmations at this ses- 
sion.”’

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URGE WRIGHT FOR CHAPLAIN. 


Messrs Clay and Griggs at Work for 
Albany Minister, 

Washington, February 14.—(Special.)— 
Senator Clay and Representative Griggs 
called at the white house today to urge 
the appointment of the Rev. Dr. Wright, 
of Albany, Ga., to be a chaplain in the 
army. The president, after hearing the 
strong commendations of Dr. Wright, said 
his name would be considered. The presi- 
dent stated, however, that he had estab- 
lished a general principle with regard 
to selecting army chaplains under the 
provisions of the new organization law.

RECORD IN CASE OF CARTER. 


Appeal of Captain Received and Fil- 
ed in Supreme Court. 
Washington, February 14.—The record 
in the case of Captain O. M. Carter was 
received and filed in the United States su- 
preme court today. The case is an appeal 
from the decision of the circuit court of 
the United States for the district of Kan- 
sas, denying Carter’s motion for a writ 
of habeas corpus. The record is volumi- 
nous, covering 2,132 pages. most of them 
consisting of printed matter. It is a com- 
plete review of aj] the legal proceedings 

in the case, 

The suit is in the name of S. I. Stanton 
Carter for J. Oberlin Carter and the 
points which will be contended for before 
the supreme court are indicated by the 
exceptions to the ruling in the Kansas 
court. It is contended that the sentence 
of.the courtmartia] is in violation of the 
fifth amendment to the constitution of 


‘the United States in that Captain Carter 


was placed more than once in jeopardy; 
that the sentence is in excess of the limits 
fixed by the president and the courtmar- 
tial itself and also because it violates the 
sixth, sixty-second and the 102 articles of 
war.

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PALMER HOUSE FIRED = 
UN DIFFERENT rLODAS 


Men Seen To Rua from. Hotel; After 
Fires Were Diséevered — The 
Police Are Convinced That 
Band of Tacendiaries 
Is at Work. 


Chioago, February 14.—Fires were set 
simultaneously on four floors of the Pal- 
mer house tonight, and thirty-five min- 
utes later fires were discovered on two 
floors of the Great Northern hotel. Two 
men, supposed to be hotel thieves, were 
seen to run from the Palmer house. Dur- 
ing the excitement $50 worth of jeweiry 
was stolen from one of the rooms of the 
Great Northern. About the same time a 
blaze was @iscovered in the an 
house, ap 

Another hotel fire of auspicious origin 
had been discovered only twenty-four 
hours before. Thé four fires convince 
the police that an organized gang of in- 
cendiaries is operating in Chicago. Good 
descriptions have been secured of the 
two men who were seen running from 
the Palmer house And a number of de- 
tectives are at work on the case. 

The four fires, th time of discovery 
and attending mcidents, were: 

Palmer House—Four fires set simulta- 
neously in baskets of linen on different 
floors. Towelssaturated with kerosene 
found. Fire extinguished by guests and 
employees. Two suspects seen, but al- 
lowed to escape. Damage nominal. 

Great Northern  Hotel—Simultaneous 
fires discovere@ on the H and J floors.

By a coincidence young McWilliams was 
returning to college after having been 
called to Odell by the burning of the 
family residence two weeks ago. 


CHARLESTON NAVAL STATION

Washington, February 14.—It is said at 
the navy department that Secretary Lohg 
will appoint a board of officers to pro- 
ceed to Charleston, 8.

RUMBLING 
HEARD 


OF A REVOLUTION 
THROUGHOUT SPAIN 


BOERS AND BRITISH FIGHTING 


Lord Kitchener Reports That His 
Troops Have Engaged Dewet. 

London, February 15.—Phe war office 
has received the following dispatch from 
Lord Kitchener: 

“Pretoria, February 14.—Our troops are 
now engaged with Christian De Wet’s 
force north of Philipstown, which we 
hold, De Wet having crossed the Orange 
river at Zand Drift, apparently moving 
west. 

“French, reporting from a point twen- 
ty-five miles southeast of Ermelo, states 
that a large force of the enemy is being 
driven on to Piet Retief, their efforts to 
break back having so far been frustrated. 

“The Inniskilling charged the enemy, 
who left five killed and six wounded on 
the ground. Ten Boers were captured, 
and there was a large capture of wagons, 
carts and cattle. Our casualties were 
one killed and five wounded.” 


A DEADLOCK EXISTS IN CHINA 


Negotiations for a Settlement Seem 
To Be Off. 

Pekin, February 14.—No official infor- 
mation has yet been made public by the 
envoys from the Chinese plenipotenti- 
aries on behalf of the court, but it is 
known that during the last three days 
four dispatches from the court have been 
received. 

At present the n-gotiations are no furs 
ther advanced than thew were at the 
meeting when the Chinese plenipotentia- 
ries agreed to the death of Prince Chuang 
and Yu Hsien.

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PRINCE CHARLES OF BOURBON LEADS 
PRINCESS OF THE ASTURIAS TO ALTAR 
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PRINCESS OF THE ASTURIAS. 
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Madrid. February 14.—In the chapel of 
the royal palace, in the presence of the 
royal family and al] the aristocracy and 
officialism of Spain, Dona Maria de las 
Mercedes de Bourbon y Hapsburg, prin- 
cess of the Asurias, was today married 
to Prince Charles of Bourbon. The 
bride’s party and the bridegroom's party 
assembled at 10:30 o’clock this morning 


in the private apartments of the palace. 

The bridegroom's party emerged first 
and proceeded along the winding mas- 
sive granite corridors to the chapel, be- 
ing immediately followed by the bride's 
cortege from the queen regent’s apart- 
ments. Their places were respectively 
to the right and left, but in front of the 
altar the bride and bridegroom stopped 
at the steps leading *o the altar and 
there kneeled. thus remaining throughout 
the low mass, which was said by Cardl- 
nal Sancha, archbishop of Toledo and 
primate of Spain. Assisting him were 
Cardinal Casajares, Cardinal Herrera and 
Cardinal Casana, bishon of Barcelona. 
Also attending were the bishop of Madrid, 
thg bishon chaplain of the Place de Sion, 
and several other prelates, church digni- 
taries and cardinals whose places were 
within what might be termed the presby- 
tery. The organ performed solemn sa- 
cred selections. 

Bride and Groom Knee]. 

As the bride and bridegroom knelt upon 
cushions touching the steps of the altar, 
a white satin veil, three yards long and 
half a yard wide. was spread over the 
head and shoulders of the bride, reaching

$0 Serious Has Situation Qe- 
come That Martial Law 
Has Been Declared, 


WEYLER GIVEN CONTROL 
UF SPANISH CAPITAL 


He Has Filled Streets with Soldiers 
and Will Repress Outbreags in 
Summary Manner—Strict 
Censorship Has Been 
Established.

Washington, February 14.—(Special.)— 
Spain is on the brink of a great upheaval. 
Dispatches received through diplomatic 
sources today give an insight into the 


exact conditions at Madrid, which ts 
carefully concealed in the censored press 
dispatches sent out from there. Martial 
proclaimed in Madrid 
province with Weyler, of Cuhan fame, 
at the head of the forces in his capacity 
as captain general of the province. His 
troops have occupied all of the impor- 
tant points in the city, and it is feared 
that, by this time, serious clashes be- 
tween the people and the soldiers may 
have occurred. The early dispatches re- 
ceived today state that there is no ques- 
tion but some members of the present 
cabinet will be forced to resign and they 
clearly indicate such a condition of af- 
fairs as warrants prophecies of a serious 
revolution. The conditions in Spain have 
attracted the attention of the diplomatic 
corps during the past few days, and 
while there is no great surprise ex- 
pressed at these outbreaks, there is @ 
unanimity of opinion that most serious 
days are ahead for Spain. 
Martial Law Inforced. 

Madrid, February 14.—A proclamation 
was posted today announcing the en- 
forcement of martial law in consequence 
of the inability of the civil authorities 
to cope with the disturbances. 

The authorities, disturbed by the seri- 
ous conflicts last night, decided no longer 
to permit the populace to have free rein. 
When Madrid awoke it found itself under 
military rule. <A proclamation was post- 
ed announcing the enforcement of martial 
law in consequence of the inability of the 
civil authorities to cope with the disturb- 
ances. 

Mounted troops patroled the city and 
occupied every strategic point, and a 
demonstration toward the palace On ac- 
count of the wedding was thus nipped in 
the bud. 

Immense crowds surrounded the palace 
during the ceremony, but not a word of 
disrespect was overheard. The public did 
not participate in the wedding in any 

way. There was no public fete of any 
character connected with it. After 
the ceremony the mayor issued 
an appeal to the populace asking for 
ealmness and confiding in the “good 
sense and courtesy’’ of the inhabitants 
of Madrid to allow nothing further to 
eccur that would compel the rigorous 
employment of martial law. 

Weyler in Control. 

General Weyler now holds the safety of 
the city in his hands. He has issued a 
proclamation prohibiting persons gather- 
ing in groups. Any one found insult- 
ing or injuring the troops by word or 
deed will be tried by cortmartial. Parents 
or guardians permitting children to roam 
in the streets will be fined 1235 pesetas. 
Military subjects on furlough who take 
part in disturbances will be courtmar-._ 
tialed. Persons injuring railways or 
other means of transportation and per- 
sons interfering with or exciting work- 
men will also be courtmartialed. 

As a result of the strong position taken 
by General Weyler and the knowledge of 
the populace that he will carry out his 
proclamation, the city has been without 
disturbance all day.

WHY HE GOES 10 SCHOOL 


Is Writing a Book on “Values,” and 
Wished To Obtain Thorough 
Knowledge of the Subject. 
Keeps a Journal of 
College Life. 


Athens, Ga., February 14.—(Sfectal.)— 
The faculty and the senior class of the 
university enjoyed a rare treat yesterday 
afternoon when Judge Logan E. Bleckley 
read to them a portion of his book on 
political science. The reading was given 
at 5 o’olock at the chancellor's home. and 
it was of especial interest to the students 
of political economy. 

The title of the book will probably be 
“Value and Its Measurement.” As an 
introduction to this book Judge Bleckley 
told why he had commenced to study the 
subject of ‘‘values.” He wished to ob- 
tain a thorough knowledge of the subject 
sO as to be able to understand the money 
question and to vote intelligently upon 
subjects connected with it. After study- 
ing for a while he concluded that he 
would have to become something of a 
peripatetic mathematician in order to 
grasp the truths in the problem he was 
endeavoring to solve. He commenced his 
study in ‘“‘values’’ in the year 18% and 
ever since that time has been hard at 


- work on his book. 


At first Judge Bieckley says that he 
jotted down his observations on loose 
pieces of papers and envelopes, but soon 
found that he was unable to bring these 
notes into qa connected whole and he was 
obliged to find another means for preserv- 
ing the fruits of his labor. Ever since 
that time he has kept a journal, in which 
he records everything touching the prob- 
lem he is working on. 

After this introduction to his subject 
he read his journal for the last four days. 
He describes how, at the age of seventy- 
three, he finds himself a student at the 
university and a guest at the home of 
its chancellor, the crowned head of 
academic learning of the state. This, he 
said, he regarded as the greatest day uf 
his life, as the beginning of a new éxist- 
ence. His second day in college, accord- 
ing to the journal, was marked by bene- 
ficial results in his studies. Much that 
was new had been presented to him, but 
his mind had been unable to grasp it. He 
knew that his instructors were rational 
and his failure to understand the subjects 
laid before him was humiliating, deplor- 
able, desperate. His two days in college, 
he said, had almost consumed his vitality 
and he looked with wonder upon the stu- 
dents present who had been in college so 
long and yet were vigorous and healthy. 

He said that he had written about twen- 
ty-five books and that even if they were 
not valuable as contributions to political 
science they were as psychological phe- 
nomena. That he intended Ao write a 
book of 100 pages, as he thought that no 
subject except religion should occupy 
more. That the guarantee of the efficacy 
of his book was that he had plenty of 
time, and.was in no hurry to finish it. 
That he was seeking after truth, “for,’’ 
said he. “there is but one thing worthy 
of man and that is truth. It is surpris- 
ing,” he continued, “how many men walk 
on the edge of truth and don’t fall in.”’ 

Judge Bieckley, after reading his jour- 
nal, read a portion of his book on “Val- 
ues.”” It showed a great deal of thought 
and labor, anda deep metaphysic&l mind. 
When his book is published it will be a 
valuable contribution to political science. 

Today he will lecture to the law class.

The jail is now strongly guarded and 
the mob ig very clearly cowed. At the 
close of Hall’s preliminary trial this af- 
ternoon the mob burst in the door of the 
courtroom and secured possession of Hall 
without trouble. They led him out into 
the courthouse yard, for the purpose of 
hanging him. A rope was thrown over a 
limb, but at this juncture the proceedings 
stopped. No one would volunteer to tle 
the rope around the victim's neck. Some 
minutes were wasted in trying to compel 
various men to perform this task, but at 
the critical time a deputy sheriff walked 
up and, with no resistance whatever on 
the part of the mob, led the prisoner to 


jail. Shortly after this the militia ar- 
rived.

West railroad of Georgia was char- 
tered in 1892 and under this charter the 
road was graded from Sparta to Sanders- 
ville, a distance of twenty-six miles with 
the exception of about three or four miles. 
The citizens of Sparta spent thousands 
of dollars on this right of way and grade. 
On account of the panic of 1893 the road 
wag temporarily stopped.

Interesting Day in North Car 
olina Legislature 


QUESTION OF IMPEACHMENT 


Majority of Judiciary Committee of 
House Favor Impeachment of 
Chief Justice Furches and 
Justice Douglas—Re- 
port Discussed. 


Raleigh, N. C., February 14.—(Special.)— 
The senate proceedings were uninterest- 
ing today, save for a heated and purely 
political discussion of the house bill al- 
lowing the governor to employ counsel 
to aid the attorney general in defending 
democratic election officers of last year 
indicted in the federal courts. The bill 
passed, republicans and populists voting 
“no.” All interest centered in the house 
proceedings. 

A resolution was introduced directing 
the attorney general to proceed against 
W. H. Worth, ex-state treasurer, for $800, 
which he paid Shell Fish Commissioner 
White upon a mandamus by the supreme 
court, after the legislature had passed an 
act designed expressly to head-off the su- 
preme court in this matter. It is this case 
which brought about the movement for 
the impeachment of Judges Furches and 
Douglas. Mr. Ebbs, republican, of the 
judiciary committee, sent forward a mi- 
nority report, saying nothing in evidence 
or law relating thereto justifies any reso- 
lution, either of impeachment or censure, 
and recommending that ‘no action be 
taken. Mr. Connor, democrat, offered a 
substitute for the committeé resolution, 
simply saying that the court assumed 
authority and power not conferred by the 
constitution and laws of the state, but 
derogative thereto. Mr. Allen, of Wayne, 
chairman of the judiciary committee, of- 
fered the following for the majority of 
the committee: “That said Judges David 
M. Furches, formerly. associate justice 
and now chief justice, and Robert M. 
Douglas, associate justice of the supreme 
court, be impeached of high crimes and 
misdemeanor in office.’’ 

Several hours of speechmaking follow- 
ed. Allen spoke in support of his resolu- 
tion. Stubbs, democrat, who spoke an 
hour against impeachment, was loudly 
applauded by people in the crowded lob- 
bies and gallery. Graham spoke in favor 
of impeachment. 


BOTH GOT SENTENCES FOR LIBE 


Shell Cochran and L. A. Hester’s 
Trial at Fairburn, 

Fairburn, Ga., February 14.—(Special.)— 
As predicted by your correspondent in 
last night’s special to The Constitution, 
the jury in the Shell Cochran murder ¢ase 
returned a verdict at 8:30 o'clock this 
morning finding the defendant guilty with 
a recommendation to life imprisonment in 
the penitentiary... The defendant through- 
cut the trying ordeal in which his life 
and liberty had trembled in the balance 
fer two days and nights, had maintained 
his indifferent, not to say defiant, atti- 
tude, received the verdict of the jury with 
perfect composure and when sentenced 
was passed confining him in the peniten- 
tlary for life, his nerve still did not de- 
sert him. To state the facts as they are 
piainly there is very little sympathy felt 
for him in his great misfortune. 

Immediately after the verdict against 
Cochran another jury was called to the 
box by Judge Candler to render a verdict 
in the case against L. A. Hester, the 
self confessed participant in the affair. 
In passing sentence on Hester to life time 
imprisonment, Judge Candler took occa- 
sion to make a few impressive and appro- 
priate remarks, telling the defendant he 
was at least entitled to some credit for 
telling the truth and expressed the ‘hope 
that in the end the Breat Judge of all 
would in His infinite wisdom find sume 
way to wipe from the great book thé 
guilt resting upon the culprit’s name. 
Touchingly the court referred to the 
crushed, dejected, frail little wife and two 
little children of the defendant and in- 
voked heaven's blessing upon them in 
their calamity. Hester accepted his fate 
as calmly as possible under the circum- 
stances, but showed restrained emotion 
during the judge’s talk. Cochran and 
Hester, the former defiant, the latter self 
humiliated, were then taken from the 
courtroom handcuffed together, the one 
indifferent, the other the picture of de- 
spair. 

Court adjourned for the term at noon 
taday after disposing of a few misdemean- 
or cases, 

The remaining four defendants—Steve 
Cochran, John McKenzie, John Pace and 
Jim DeMooney—were carried back to Ful- 
ton county jail to await trial at the Au- 
gust term of court unless a special term 
is ordered. 

Ever since the old negro, Sterling 
Thompson, was assassinated at his home 
on the night of January 3d, this year, this 
cofinty has been in the throes of a terrible 
crisis in which there have been earnest- 
ness and determination depicted on the 
public countenance.

The city council of Charleston hag refused 
to repeal the ordinance for the establish- 
ment of a Catholic orphanage and a bit- 
ter fight will go to the courts. The or- 
dinance was fought by a citizens’ com- 
mittee, because it was charged that the 
state and federal constitutions were vio- 
lated when a public appropriation was 
made for a religious institution.

When the constitutiona] convention was 
held five years ago a clause was inserted 
which was practically a transcript of the 
federal constitution, which declared that 
public moneys could not be used for sec- 
tarian purposes. It was openly said at the 
time, and repeated now, that the clause 
wais aimed specially at Charleston, and 
this is the first time that the question has 
arisen. The claim is made that on its 
face the ordinance adopted here is not a 
violation, but the matter is said to be 
technica] and the opponents say that the 
law will be promptly squelched. 

Religion and politics have entered deep- 
ly into the fight. Following the work of 
the citizens’ committee comes the official 
announcement that a civic purity league 
has been quietly organized to correct cer- 
tain alleged leity wrongs, and this ‘eague 
promises to figure, to a great extent, in 
local affairs. Before the affair is closed 
it 1s belfeved that the city will see lively 
doings, and great public interest ts ccn- 
tered in the first legal move which wil 
be rrade against the estab‘ishment of the 
ordinance.

GAVE McLAURIN A BLACK EYE 


South Carolina Senate Approves Till- 
men’s Course. 

Columbia, 8. C.. February 14.—(Snecia? ) 
The house of representatives tonight ad- 
journed as a filibusteringe measure acainst 
the adontion of a resolution indoreire 
the senatorial course of Renfamin R. Tit- 
man. Just now the legislature is divided 
into Tillman and McLaurin factions, with 
a third party opposed to anv expression 
regarding the course of either senator. 
Several days ago a resolution bitterly 
denouncing McLaurin for voting with the 
administration was introduced in the 
house. but it failed yesterday to pass by 
a small majority. Josh Ashley and others 
contending that it was useless to condemn 
McLaurin, since the people had already 
condemned him. Today there was pre- 
sented another resolution commending the 
course of Senator Tillman and condemn- 
ing that of McLaurin. A substitute was 
offered by Mr. Cosgrove. of Charleston, 
which simply indorsed Tillman, without 
referring to the other senator. An effort 
to kill the substitute proved unsuccessful, 
and after much speaking and considera- 
able managing, the opponents of the 
measure succeeded in passing a motion 
to adjourn, thus leaving the whole mat- 
ter unsettled. It will come up again to- 
morrow, and an effort will again be made 
to secure action. 

In the senate today a concurrent reso- 
lution extending the legislature’s ac- 
knowledgments to Senator Tillman for 
his ‘‘wise, sincere and patriotic course” 
and commending him as representing the 
sentiment of South Carolina, wag passed 
without division or debate It was in- 
troduced by Senator Robert Aldrich, a 
close friend to Tillman. 

The legislature will adjourn Saturday 
night, and before that time it is probable 
some action by the house will be taken 
regarding this matter, though there are 
many members who contend that it is 
improper to indorse or condemn either 
senator. McLaurin’s votes on the army 
and the ship subsidy bill ‘have caused 
legislators to seek means to condemn his 
policy, either directly or indirectly, by 
approving the course of Senator Tillman. 

The senate today reduced from $200,000 
to $160,000 the appropriation for confeder- 
ate pensions as fixed by the house. Here- 
tofore the annual appropriation for pen- 
sions has been $100,000, but the house last 
week raised it to $200,000. To this the 
senate refused to agree, naming a com- 
promise amount. Senator Mower, as 
chairman of the finance committee, stated 
that even the increase of $50,000 would 
entail an increased levy or a deficit, but 
the senate decided to raise the appropria- 
tion. 

By a majority of 1, the senate tonight 
passed the bill repealing the law against 
the use of railroad passes and telegraph 
franks by United States senators, con- 
gresmen and all state officers. This law 
was passed soon after Governor Tillman 
came into power. One of the charges 
he brought in his campaign of 1890 was 
that legislators and other officials were 
virtually bribed by the gifts of - free 

ses, but after becoming overnor, 
iliman himself accepted pass Na 1 on 
the Southern from Captain V. E. McBee.

QUEEN 1S SEATED BY KING 


Wlevandra Is Gallantly Led to Throne 
by His Majesty, 
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WILL WALK IN HIS MOTHER'S STEPS 


King Asserts That, in All Things, 
He Will Imitate Late Queen. 
Believes War in South Af- 
rica Will Soon Be 
Ended. * 


London, February 14.—The first parlia- 
ment of the reign of King Edward VII 
was opened this afternoon by the king in 
person. His majesty was accompanied 
by Queen Alexandra, the duke of Con- 
naught and many others of the royal fam- 
lly. The duke of York could not attend 
on account of a cold. The king and queen 
rode from Buckingham palace to the pal- 
ace of Westminster in the gorgeous state 
coach, used for the first time since the 
wedding of the present king. 

The route of the royal party, which lay 
through the Mall, the Horse Guards pa- 
rade, Whitehall and Parliament street, 
was guarded by 5,000 soldiers. Thousands 
of Londoners packed the route. 

The royal coach was preceded and fol- 
lowed ty life guards in full uniform with 
silver breast plates and red plumed hel- 
mets and a small escort of gentiemen at 
arms. 

Five carriages of state containing unl- 
formed officials and ladies of the house- 
hold, each drawn by six horses with pos- 
tillions and outriders, led the procession. 
Next came the massive state chariot. 
The heroes of the crowd were the mem- 
bers of Strathcona’s horse, just back from 
South Africa, and who came in several 
four horse brakes, : 

Greeted by Cheers. 

From Buckingham palace to the house 
of lords the procession proceeded at a 
walking pace. The greatest enthusiasm 
was displayed. The procession traversed 
the short route to an accompaniment of 
roars and shouts, and reached the royal 
entrance to the palace of Westminster, 
beneath. the Victoria tower. There the 
- great officers of state and the others who 
were to take part in the ceremony had 
assembled to receive their majesties. Upon 
the king and queen alighting from the 
state carriage the procession was quick- 
ly formed and proceeded to the robing 
room, 

The chamber of the house of peers was 
crowded with the highest and nobiest 
of the knigdom, the greater part of the 
floor space being occupied by peeresses 
and other ladies. ‘ 

The United States ambassador, Joseph 
H. Choate, and the other ambassadors 
occupied a special inclosure behind the 
bench of the bishops. 

The sight of an usher walking back- 
ward, heralded the approach of the king. 
The duke of Devonshire, president of the 
council, immediately preceded him, car- 
rying in his arms the. cushion on which 
rested the crown. Lord Londonderry, with 
equal dignity, clasped the sword of state. 
Smiling genially, the king bowed right und 
left. He never looked better. 

Queen Alexandra Very Pale. 

Queen Alexandra wure an ermine cape 
and a sma:il diamond crown. Her paiior 
and downcast eyes enhanced the idea of 
mourning. The ladies of the bed chamber, 
walking two abreast, were behind, and 
deeply veiled. In glittering uniforms, the 
gentlemen at arms and high officers of 
the army followed. 

It was 2:15 p. m. when the king ar- 
rived All arose. The loru chancellor 
stood on the king’s right. On the queen’s 
left was Lord Londonderry. Lord Salis- 
bury stood at the foot of the throne., In 
the state chairs were the duchess of Corn- 
wall and York, Princess Charles of Den- 
mark, Princess Christian of Schleswig- 
Holstein and the duchess of Connaught, 
Fife and Argyll. The duke of Connaught 
and Cambridge stood near Lord Salisbury. 

With a motion of his hand the king 
signified that the distinguished gathering 
should sit and the queen, whom his ma- 
jesty had gallantly led to throne by the 
hand, was the first to do so. Her exam- 
ple was followed on all sides. 

Then the gentlemen usher of the Black 
Rod, after a deep obeisance, hurried to 
the house of commons, and in a few min- 
utes the speaker, wearing his state robes 
and attended by the sergeant at arms 
and chaplain, appeared at the bar. Be- 
hind them surged members of the house 
of commons. Several hundred of them 
struggled fiercely to get in a space which 
could scarcely hold fifty persons. 

In solemn tones the lord chancellor ad- 
ministered the oath, with the king sitting. 
The lord chancellor then, kneeling, hand- 
ed the king a roll, which he signed, after 
which all present once more stood up 
and the king put on the field marsha:’s 
plumed hat, rose and in clear, ringing 
tones, read his speech. 


Speech of the King. 
The king’s speech follows: $ 
“My Lords and Gentlemen: I address 
you for the first time at a moment of na- 
tional sorrow, when the whole country is 
mourning the irreparable loss we have so 
recently sustained, and which has fallen 
with peculiar severity on myself. My be- 
loved mother during her long and giorious 
reign has set an example before the world 
of what a monarch should be. It is my 
earnest desire to walk in her footsteps. 
“Amid this public and private grief it 
is satisfactory to me to be able to assure 
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you that my relations with the other pow- 
ers continue friendly. 

“The war in South Africa is not yet 
entirely terminated, but the capitals of 
the enemy and his principal lines of com- 
munication are in my possession and 
measures have been taken which will, I 
trust, enable my troops to deal effectually 
with the forces by which they are still 
opposed. 

“T greatly regret the loss of life and 
expenditure of treasure, due to the frult- 
less guerilla warfare maintained by 
Boer partisans in the former territories 
of. the two republics. Their early sub- 
mission is much to be desired in their 
own interests, as until it takes place it 
will be impossible for me to establish in 
these colonies the institutions which will 
secure the equal rights of all the white 
inhabitants and protection and justice for 
the native population. 

“The capture of Pekin by the allied 
forces and the happy release of those who 
were besieged in the legations, results 
to which my Indian troops and my naval 
forces largely. contributed, have been fol- 
lowed by the submission of the Chinese 
government to the demands insisted on 
by the powers. Negotiations are pro- 
ceeding regarding the manner in which 
compliance with these demands is to be 
effected, 

Australian Commonwealth, 


“The establishment of the Australian 
commonwealth was proclaimed at Sydney 
January ist, with many manifestations 
of popular enthusiasm and rejoicing. My 
deeply beloved and lamented mother had 
assented to the visit of the duke of 
Cornwall and: York to open the _ firat 

arllament of the new commonwealth in 

er name. A separation from my son, 
especially at such a moment, cannot be 
otherwise than deeply painful, but [ still 
desire to give effect to her late majesty’s 
wishes, and as evidence of her interest, as 
well as of my own, in all that concerns 
the welfare.of my subjects beyond the 
seas, I have decided that the visit to 
Australia shall not be abandoned, and 
shall be extended to New Zealand and 
the Dominion of Canada. 

“The prolongation of the hostilities in 
south Africa has led me to make a 
further call on the patriotism and devo- 
tion of Canada and Australia. I rejoice 
that my request has met with a prompt 
and loyal response, and large additional 
contingents from those colonies will em- 
bark for the seat of war at an early date. 

“The expedition organized for the sup- 
pression of the rebellion in Ashanti was 
crowned with signal, success. The en- 
durance and gallantry of my native 
troops, ably commanded by Sir James 
Willcocks, and led by’ British officers, 
have overcome both the stubborn resist- 
ance of the most warlike tribes of west 
Africa andthe exceptional difficulties of 
the climate and season of the country in 
which the operations were conducted. 
The garrison of Coomassie, which was 
besieged by the enemy. has been relieved 
after a prolonged and gallant defense. The 
principal kings have surrendered and the 
chief impediment to the progress of the 
development of this rich portion of my 
west African possessions has now, I hope, 
been finally removed. 

“The suffering and mortality caused by 
the prolonged drought in a large portion 
of my Indian empire have been greatly 
alleviated by a seasonable rainfall, but 
I regret to add in parts of the Bombay 
presidency, distress of a serious characte; 
still continues, which my officers are 
using every endeavor to mitigate. 


Tells Commons of Expenses. 


‘“Gentiemen of the house of commons, 
the estimates for the year will be laid 
before you. Every care has been taken 
to limit their amount, but the naval and 
military requirements of the country, and 
especially the outlay consequent upon the 
south African war, has involved an in- 
evitable increase. 

“The demise of the crown renders it 
necessary that renewed provision shall be 
made for the civil list. I place unre- 
servedly at your disposal those hgreditary 
revenues which were so placed by my 
predecessor and I have commanded that 
the papers necessary for a full consider- 
ation of the subject shall be laid before 

ou, 

OMY lords and gentlemen: Proposals 
will be submitted to your judgment for 
increasing the efficiency of military 
forces. 

“Certain changes in the constitution 
of the court of final appeal are rendered 
necessary in consequence of the increased 
resort to it which has resulted from the 
expansion of the empire during the last 
two generations. 

‘‘Legislation will be proposed to you 
for the amendment of the law relating to 
education. 

“Legislation has been prepared, and if 
the time at your disposal proves to be 
adequate, it will be laid before you, for 
the purpose of regulating thé voluftarv 
sale by landlords to occupying tenants 
in Ireland, for amending and consolidat- 
ing the factory and workshops acts, 
for the better administration of the law 
respecting, lunatics, for amending the pub- 
lic health acts in regard to the water 
supply. for the prevention of drunken- 
ness in licensed houses and public places, 
and for amending the law of literary 
copyrights. 4 

“I pray that Almighty God may con- 
tinue to guide you in the conduct of your 
deliberations, and that He may bless them 
with success.”’ 

The procession then was reformed, the 
king proceeded to the robing room, un- 
robed and left Westminster in the state 
carriage in the same order as it entered. 

The oath King Edward took was the ‘“‘no 
popery oath’’ imposed by the bill of rights 
and the act of settlement of the time of 
Charles II. 

Lords Consider Speech. 

On the resumption of business in the 
house of lords, the lord chancellor read 
the king’s speech ayd the marquis of 
Waterford, conservative, moved the ad- 
dress in reply. He ig perhaps the young- 
est member to whorh the honor has ever 
been accorded. 

Lord Kimberley, the liberal leader. after 
complimenting the mover and seconder ot 
the address, said the house needed nv 
further assurances that the king would 
follow in the steps cof his mother. He 
said the present conditions in South Afri- 
ca filled him with apprehension. The gov- 
ernment had been living in a fool’s para- 
dise. Unless they enabled Lord Kitchener 
to speedily terminate the war the situa- 
tion could easily become more dangerous. 
If the government attempted to put the 
whole military system on a more satisfac- 
tory basis they would receive every sup- 
port from the liberals. 

Lord Salisbury rose leisurely anf add- 
ed his congratulations to the mover and 
peconder of the address and then referred 
to the manner in which the country’s 
loss had been received throughout the 
world. : . 

Lord Salisbury said the country could 
now hope confidently that the promise 
given by the king that he would follow 
his mother’s steps would be fully anda 
abundantly borne out. If so, it would be 
the greatest triumph for the principle 
of monarchy and for the name of the 
British union. 

Dealing with the war, Lord Salisbury 
hought there was nothing unusual] in the 

ngth of the campaign. the referred Lora 
Kimberley to the Indian mutiny and the 
American war, between which and the 
South Africar campaign there was a 
great resemblance. In Bosnia it took two 
years and the whole power of Austria to 
conquer the peasants. 

Months Before Peace, 

Where great enthusiasm and pefsistency 
existed in a country like South Africa, 
months must elapse béfore tranquillity 
could be restored. Therefore, he did not 
believe there was any real ground for the :

CAMPAIGN = AGAINST KING 


John Redmond Declares That Irish 
Members of Parl'ament Will 
Fight for What They Con- 
sider Right and Show 
Up Boer War. 


London, February 14.—John Redmond, 
in the course of ap interview in the lob- 
by of the house of commons this evening 
said: 

“While the peers and commoners were 
jostling each other today in vulgar haste, 
to pay obeisance to Edward VII, every 
Irish member deliberately abstained from 
any participation in the pageant, which 
was only a mockery to our people, pov- 
erty-stricken and oppressed as they are. 
At the meeting of the Irish national par- 


in consideration of Ireland’s present con- 
dition, deprived of constitutional free- 
dom and overtaxed by English rule, 
against which we must ever protest, the 
Irish members would take no part in the 
ceremonies inaugurating: the new reign. 

“So intense is this feeling among us 
that, for the first time in ten years, eighty 
Irish members met in a united party in 
Westminster today. They determined on 
a@ vigorous campaign against the new 
king. They fmtend not only to discuss 
Irish question, but to interfere in every 
British question which may arise.. The 
king’s speech gave the first indication of 
what the result of a revival of the move- 
ment in Ireland means. We demand 
compulsory \sale of estates by Irish land- 
lords. The government now proposes to 
introduce a bill offering inducements to 
Irish landlords to sell these estates vol- 
untarily. This will not do; but the pro- 
sal is an acknowledgment of the power 
of our new movement. 

‘“‘We propose to expose the iniquity of 
the Boer war and to make a general as- 
sault along the whole line In other 
words, the accession of the king in no 
way alters the attitude of Ireland to Eng- 
land. On the contrary, having a man 
to fight, Ireland will relinquish her chival- 
rous attitude to the late queen and we 
mean to know once for all whether our 
constitutional rights are to be award- 
ed to us or not.’’ 

This evening Mr. Redmond received a 
message from Boston signed by Mr. 
O’Callaghan, saying: ‘Members of the 
United Irish League of Boston bid the 
Irish party godspeed in beginning the 
fight."’ 

It was reported in the lobby this eve- 
ning that the government intends to raise 
the civil list to £500,000, and the proposal 


is likely to meet with considerable oppo- 
sition. 
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a > evagier hy It was four years before 
© whole efforts of that véry intelligent 
and most efficient community, North 
America, were able to bring the war ot 
secession to a final and successful issue. 
He would be glad to hear Lord Kimber- 
ley repudiate all idea of asking the gov- 
ernment to alter its conduct toward the 
enemy. It was the business of the gov- 
ernment to put its whole heart and 
strength to the task before it. 

A not numerous, but noisy, faction triea 
to make out that the English people were 
not hearty supporters of the war and 
urged the government t adopt action 
short of what was implied {np carrying the 
operations to a successful issue. If the 
enemy were allowed to retain any portion 
of their independence, it would involve 
incessant, continuous warfare. Unless 
the British were masters and conquerors 
of these territories, there was no hope 
of abiding peace. What the country shoula 
do with the power when obtained was 
another question. But it was perfectly 
obvious that the first purpose to which 
the enemy would put any powers granted 
them would be to accumulate new forces 
and new arms, to await fitting occasion 
for a new attack. If Great Britain slack- 
ened her efforts it would be an avowai 
to the world that her frontier could be 
invaded in the most insulting manner, 
and that the empire was powerless to 
effectively resist It. 

If Lord Kimberley could impose his 
opinion on his party generally, it woula 
be a great advantage to the empire. as it 
would dispel the impression in South Af- 
rica that an important party movement 
in their favor existed in this country, ana 
it would help to bring to an end the in- 
sane resistance which was bringing deso- 
lation and misery to two territories. 

The address was agreed to, and their 
lordships ddjourned until February 19th. 
Proceedings in the Commons, 
The house of commons, after a brief 
recess, reassembled and a message was 
brought in from the king, thanking the 
commons for their address of sympathy 
on the loss of his mother and their ex- 
pression of dutiful attachment to his per- 

son. i 

During the progress of formal business 
the members condoied with each other on 
the injuries received in the scrimmages 
earlier in the day, during their attempts 
to reach the house of lords, There were 
many brulses. 

Among the measures announced, Gerald 
Balfour, president of the board of trade, 
gave \notice that he, would introduce a 
bill to amend and consolidate the law re- 
garding literary. copyright. 

The speaker having read the king's 
speech, H. W. Foster, conservative, West 
Kent, who was in the uniform of the yeo- 
manry, moved the address in reply to the 
speech from the throne. After a reference 
to the change of sovereignty, 'Mr. Foster 
said he hoped the house would remember 
the dignity of the king’s position, and deal 
generously with the civil list, 

Sir Henry Campbell Bannerman, the 
liberal leader, after wishing the king and 
queen might have a long and happy reign, 
took up the political paragraphs of the 
speech from the throne. He asked the 


the war. They must not shut their eyes 
to the gravity of the situation in South 
Africa. He dwelt at length on the mis- 
calculations of the government and paid 
a warm tribute to the army, saying he 
thought there was no reason to withhold 
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formidable difficulties. Neither here nor 
in South Africa was there any idea of 
flinching. The question was, had the gov- 
ernment adequately realized the circum- 
stances and adequately provided for them? 
The speaker asked if it was true General 
Kitchener had asked for more troops 
eleven weeks ago. The house would not 
hesitate to vote anything necessary to 
clear the colony of the invaders, but when 
that was accomplished, then was the mo- 
ment to make the people of the two states 
such terms of¢settlement as, while se- 
curing for the empire all they were con- 
tending for, would assuage their fears, 
save their dignity and restore their per- 
sonal rights. While supporting the dis- 
patch of such re-enforcements as the mil- 
itary authorities at the Cape required, he 
strongly urged, as a solvent infinite.y 
more effective than military measures, 
that definite proposals should be made 
at the same time. If they were to keep 
South Africa they must win the confidence 
of the Dutch. Whztever was done must 
be done openly. The dispatch of peace 
emissaries was not wise. 


ANTI-TRUST BILL DEFEATED 


Alabama House Votes It Down by 
Vote of 39 to 37. 

Montgomery, Ala., February 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The house today defeated the anti- 
trust bill by a vote of 39 to 37. All swts 
of amendments to exclude labor organi- 
zations, farmers’ clubs and other insti- 
tutions by which movers evidently hope 
to make votes among their local constit- 
uency, were offered and considered. Mr. 
Whitson, of Talladega, who always gets 
down to the milk in the cocoanut, argued 
against both the bill and the amendments. 
He said there was no practical good in it. 

A motion was made by Mr. Clarke to in- 
definitely postpone the bill and _ the 
amendments to save the time of the house. 
Mr. Pettus, of Athens, the author, said 
that he desired to be heard on the motion. 
The bill has consumed considerable of 
the time of the house because of the fili- 
bustering tactics of the opposition. It 
was just as easy to pass the bill to save 
the time of the house as it was to in- 
definitely postpone the bill for the same 
purpose. If filibustering tactics had not 
been resorted to, the bill would already 
have~ been disposed of. 

Mr. Clarke said that it was the stock 
argument of those who favored a measure 
to impugn the motives of those who op- 
posed it. He stated that this legislature 
could not reach the trusts. He referred 

the formation of the Morgan stee! trust 
ind asked if any action by this legisla- 
ture could shackle this great corporation. 
The gentleman—Mr. -Pettus—had _ read 
from the democratic platform the decla- 
ration that to stifle all trusts was to re- 
move ‘the [protective tariff. ‘This, Mr. 
OCiarke said, was the only way in which 
the trusts could be reached. 

The motion of Mr. Clarke to indefinitely 
postpone was*then put. Mr. Pettus de- 
manded the ayes and nays. The motion 
carried by the close vote of 39 to 37. 

The bill appropriating $1,000 to repair 
the vault in the treasurer’s office was 
called up as the special order by Mr. Wal- 
lace. Speaker Pettus, on the floor, ex- 
plained the need Of the repairs. The bill 
was passed with one vote against it. 

Mr. Jones, of Conecuh, introduced a bill 
for the purchase of west Florida. The 
bill authorizes a $2,000,000 bond issue to 
pay Florida for the western portion of 
the state, provided the state accepts the 
offer. The bill also provides three com- 
missioners and appropriates $3,000 for the 
pay end expenses of the commissioners. 

Mr. Long, of Walker, moved to take up 
his bill giving Walker county one of Jef- 
ferson’s six representatives. On his mo- 
tion he spoke entertainingly and eloquent- 
ly. He made some sarcastic references to 
defferson county. He said there ought not 
to be but five representatives because they 
never agreed on legislation. The delega- 
tion stood three to three. 

Mr. Whitson, of Talladega, opposed the 
member from Walker. Jefferson county 
had no more than she deserved. The 
county paid one-sixth of the taxes. It 
paid $15,000 to the old soldiers’ fund and 
only got back $4,000. 

The motion of Mr. Long was lost by a 


vote of 40 to 2. 

The senate spent its entire time dyring 
the. morning in discussing the uniform 
textbook bill. Several of the senators 
spoke on the measure and _ an interesting 
colioquy ensued between Senators Wiley 
and Johnson. The consideration of the 
bill had not been concluded when the sen- 
ate adjourned at noon and consequnetly 
went over until] tomorrow. 

As nearly as can be learned the contest 
is between two trusts as to which shall 
acquire the advantage.

now expositions with government aid had 
become a rezognized industry.

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“PET” BANKS ARE DISCUSSED 


And Republicans Read Some Letters 
Which Anger Democrats, 


M'RAE AND HOPKINS ALMOST FIGHT 


At Least It Looked As If They 
Wanted To—Letters by Demo- 
crats Asking Deposits for 
Banks Secured by 
Republicans. 


Washington, February 14.—The events 
in connection with the sale of the old 
New York custom heuse to the National 
City bank, which heretofore has been 
the subject of much comment, occupted 
the center of the stage during the debate 
on the sundry civil appropriation bill in 
the house today. Much excitement at- 
tended the debate. 

Mr. McRae, an Arkansas democrat, 
raised the issue with a motion to strike 
out the appropriation of $371,047 for rent 
of the custom house, and with this mo- 
tion as a basis Mr. Jones, of Virginia, 
launched a fierce attack upon the manner 
and circumstances of the sale and the 
vast profits which he claimed the bank 
made out of the transaction. Secretary 
Gage was sharply criticised and several 
references were made to the letter writ- 
ten by Mr. Hepburn to Secretary Gage 
apropos the political claims of the bank. 

Tables Turned on Democrats. 

Mr. Cannon and Mr. Hopkins defended 
the custom house transaction and the 
latter turned tables on the democrats 
by springing upon them a series of let- 
ters written by prominent democrats, in- 
cluding Senator Jones, of Arkansas, to 
the secretary of the treasury under the 
Cleveland administration asking the de- 
posit of government funds in banks with 
democratic proclivities. His center shot 
was a letter written by Representative 
Richardson, of Tennessee, now the demo- 
cratic leader of the house, in behalf of a 
bank at Murfreesboro, Tenn. Mr. McRae, 
of Arkansas, indignantly charged that 
the letters were private letters and had 
been furnished to divert attention from 
the sale of the custom house. He and 


Mr. Hopkins had hot words and for a 
moment it looked as if there would be a 
personal encounter. In the end Mr. Me- 
Rae’s amendment was lost—89 to 9%%—a 
strict party vote—and another amend- 
ment offered by Mr. Richardson to pro- 
vide that the rent should not be paid 
until the title to the old custom house 
passed from the government ta the bank, 
failed on a tie vote. 

The trouble began when Mr. McRae, 
of Arkansas, moved to strike out the 
appropriation of $371,047 for the rent of 
the old custom house, New York city, 
and reviewed the transaction relating to 
the sale to the National City bank, say- 
ing that $50,000 was withheld so the title 
would not pass to the bank and it thereby 
escaped taxation. 

Mr. Cannon, Mr. Hill of Connecticut, 
and others defended Secretary Gage’s ac- 
tion, contending that as to taxes under 
the New York laws it made no difference 
whether the title is in the bank or the 
government. Several New York demo- 
cratic members denied this statement. 

Jones Attacks Gage, 

Mr. Jones, of Virginia, read a message 
from the treasury department in answer 
to an inquiry made yesterday by Mr. 
McRae to the effect that $50,000 remained 
unpaid under the terms of the act which 
authorized the New York custom house 
sale; that it drew interest at'‘the rate of 
4 per cent payable at the pledsure of the 
purchaser, not, however, later than the 
date of the completion of the new custom 
house. Mr. Jones said the new custom 
house would nédt be completed for ten 
years, During those years, he said, the 
bank would obtain $136,000 annually for 
the rent of the old custom house; would 
save $50,000 taxes; would have the use 
of $3,210,000, which, at 4 per cent, would 
be equal to $128,000. 

He figured that the bank would obtain 
in ten years almost enough to pay for 
the site besides having the yse of mil- 
licns of United States funds deposited 
with the bank. In conclusion Mr. Jones 
declared that the transaction was a fraud 
upon the government and if the secre- 
tary of the treasury allowed it to con- 
tinue he would be particeps criminis to 
the fraud. (Democratic applause.) 

“Why should the government, which 
has $15,000,000 on deposit with the National’ 
City bank, pay interest to that bank?” 
asked Mr. Richardson. 

‘The gentleman is playing to the gal- 
leries,’”’ replied Mr. Cannon. “The gov- 
ernment is not paying interest as a mat- 
ter of favor. It is paying the rent it 
agreed to under the law. The United 
States deposits its funds wherever a 
bank qualifiies as a depository by de- 
positing in the treasury honds, dollar for 
dollar.. It becomes part of the treasury 
for that purpose.” 

Mr. Hopkins, of Illinois, declared that 
every act of the secretary of the treasury 
was not only in exact accordance with 
law, but also based on sound business 
principles. Neither had the bank escaped 
any of its taxation by reason of the con- 
tract, for while the building was not tax- 
ed, the money paid for it was taxed.

If, at some 
time, the people go too far it is be- 
cause they have been challenged into 
it by the maneuvers of franchise hold- 
ers in dictating their own terms to city 
councils and in failing to hold an equal 
place when the tax collector comes 
about. There exists no reason why the 
abutting house owner should be ex- 
pected to pay the full limit of taxa- 
tion under threat of the auctioneer’s 
hammer, while the street users, who do 
a strictly cash business, should prac- 
tically go free. 

The time has come in Atlanta when 
the people at large must have some 
recognition. There are noisome sewers 
standing open on the city limits, 
threatening disease, which should be 
carried miles farther; the schools are 
crowded, uncomfortable and unsani-¢ 
tary; the city is without public build- 
ings and paying rent; there is a lack 
of water service—to meet all of which 
the people are threatened with an in- 

crease of taxes. How many taxpayers 
feel that they have money enough to 
stand a higher levy? Other cities have 
found a remedy—Detroit has made a 
big step that way—and now the ques- 
tion is up to the people of Atlanta 
as to whether or not they will force all 
public .utilities to assume their just 
part of the public burden.

In. their effort to escape responsi- 
bility for the failure to enact the Nica- 
raguan Lill, the republican organs are 
trying to throw the blame on England.

England, if reports are to be credited, 
is playing a crafty game in the matter 
of the Hay-Pauncefote treaty. It is now 
stated that instead of rejecting the senate 
amendments the foreign office will sub- 
mit counter proposals in the hope of de- 
laying the whole matter until the ratifi- 
cation limit expires. While these news- 
paper , purporting to reflect ihe 
sentiment of the foreign office, may be 
taken with a n of salt, this one is 
rot irrational, may accurately pre- 
sage England’s action. Should it prove 
true, England’s aim in adopting this pol- 
icy will be to force an entirely new 
agreement, beginning at the initial point, 
the same as if the Hay-Pauncefote treaty 
had never been drafted. 

Such action will undoubtedly arouse re- 
sentment in this country. It is a settled 
fact—determined by the senate’s amend- 
ments to this treaty—that this country 
preposes to construct, own and operate 
the isthmian canal independently of any 
other naticn. The agreement with Eng- 
iend is, therefore, merely a courteous 
recogniton of a great maritime power. 
Should England decline to take this view 
and endeavor to dictate our rights and 
duties in the premises there will remain 
for us but one sane course to follow. That 
will be to declare, by congressional en- 
actment, the formal abrogation wf the 
Clayton-Eulwer treaty, and then to pro- 
ceed with the construction of the canal, 
England and all other nations to the con- 
trary notwithstanding. 

If all this be true, why did the re- 
publican party call England into the 
game at all? Why did they not pass 
the canal bill at once, regardless of 
England’s claims? Three years ago 
the republican administration had the 
entire question in its own hands. Eng- 
land, it is true, made a feeble claim 
to certain rights under the Clayton- 
Bulwer treaty, which our government 
had fully repudiated. Thus we should 
have gone straight ahead with the 
canal on our own responsibility. But, 
in an evil hour, Mr. Hay wanted to 
play a game of statesmanship with 
Loz4d Pauncefote, and the latter won, 
of course, with the effect that Eng- 
land was fully rehabilitated as the veto 
partner in the transaction. Lord 
Pauncefote is not to be blamed, the 
pity is that we did not have him on 
our side. 

Now that the republicans have blun- 
dered all along the line and. surren- 
dered the independent position of the 
United States, nullifying the Monroe 
doctrine by presenting the government 
of Great Britain with a half-interest 
in control of American intercontinental 
affairs, they are ready to appeal to 
Anglophobia to cover their mistake.

Judge A. W. Fite. 

The presence of Judge Augustus W.

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Cotton Depression in Germany. 

The cotton industry in Germany is 
reported as being in a very unsatisfac- 
tory condition, with no ground for im- 
provement in sight. The complaint is 
made that manufacturers experience 
great difficulty in disposing of their 
output without making concessions, al- 
though stocks are small. The colored 
goods trade is in a very unfavorable 
condition, and the print trade is also 
depressed, prices showing no prospect 
of profit on the current costs of pro- 
duction. 

This complaint, it will readily be 
seen, is of local character and does not 
touch the trade at large. It used to 
be that the price of the staple in the 
field was pressed down in order to 
make a margin for the freight on the 
raw material. Since American, and par- 
ticularly southern mills, have become 
large enough to be felt in the market 
this has changed. They can manufac- 
ture at a profit, minus the freight and 
handling charges which the German 
spinner has to meet, so that the com- 
plaint of the latter really emphasizes 
the advantage of the American spin- 
ner. 

The effort to create a new: cotton 
field in Africa, even if successful, wuld 
not improve the position of the Ger- 
man spinner, for he would still have 
to add the freight and handling to its 
original cost, and we would be as bad 
off as ever. The only remedy for the 
German spinner is to transfer his in- 
terests to this country, where he can 
enjoy the privilege of getting his raw 
material] first hand.

weneral Shaw had been elected to fill 
out an unexpired term in the house as 
well as to fill the next long term, and was 
staying at the Riggs house.

He return- 
ed to his hotel and went to his room 
about 10:30; next morning he was found 
lying on the floor and had evidently been 
dead since his entrance into his room. 

At that reunion he was the picture of 
robust, well seasoned health; of a man 
hardly entered upon an approaching old 
age, and with every promise of a long 
protracted public career. He was certain 
of election to the house; and was at the 
head of his military organization—the 
chosen chief of his comrades.

RAILWAY NOTES 
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“There are prohibitionists and prohi- 
bitionists,’"" said Ed Calloway yesterday 
after he had finished reading about the 
antics of Mrs. Carrie Nation in OChica- 
go. 

“Now, don’t think,” continued Callo- 
way, “that I am going to indulge in a 
tirade against prohibitionists, for I am 
not. I like them fairly well, and, in 
fact, I am a sort of prohibitionist my- 
self, that is, I try never to take any 
more than I ought to. AI said, I like 
prohibitionists as a rule, pretty well. They 
don’t give us much trouble except on 
Sundays. Generally they are a quiet, 
well-behaved lot in this section of the 
countrv. 

“But, harking back to explain the 
phrase. ‘prohibitionists and prohibition- 
ists.’ There is the prohibitionist who 
has always been a prohibitionist. He 
grew up that way and simply can’t help 
it, any more than I can help being a 
Jeffersonian democrat. This prohibition- 
ist was never in a barroom in his life 
and would not know a glass of beer from 
a ‘high ball.’ Now, I respect that sort 
of a prohibitionist. He is all right, and 
the next time I imbibe I shall drink to 
his health. 

“There igs another sort of a prohibi- 
tionist, however, who doesn’t fill me 
with any great amount of enthusiasm. 
This prohibitionist is the fellow who 
was a wild buck until he reached the age 
of fifty or thereabouts. He wag in the 
habit of drinking everything he could buy 
or get anybody else to buy for him. Dur- 
ing those days he was a fairly good fel- 
low in spite of the fact that he was a 
regular soak. But along about the age 
of fifty years he began to realize that he 
was contributing too{much to the whisky 
trust and he swore off. At first he didn’t 
go farther than swearing off, and had no 
hard words for the people who, obeying 
the Pauline injunction, take a little wine 
for the sake of their stomachs every now 
and then. 

“But seeing others drink when he 
couldn’t and thinking over the money he 
had poured into the coffers of the whisky 
trust finally changed his nature, and he 
became a prohibitionist of the most ex- 
treme sort. He not only hated whisky, 
but he hated the drinker. With his rec- 
ord you might have éxpected him to have 
some sympathy for the victim of the 
drink habit, but he doesn’t have a Dit, 
and if he had his way he would have 
every man who takes a drink hanged or 
put in the penitentiary at the least. The 
philosophical prohibitionist hates whisky 
and has all sorts of charity for the drink- 
er. But the fellow who is a prohibition- 
ist because he has drunk htmself into 
a bad state of health or a bad state of 
pocket, says very little about whisky 
and confines his objurgations to the drink- 
er. He is what I call a mean prohibi- 
tionist, and I don’t need him in my busi- 
ness. He is doing the, prohibition cause 
more harm than good. Everybody knows 
his record and knows why he. .became a 
prohibitionist~—because he had to or go 
under. Nobody objects to his quitting 
drink, but every right-thinking man, 
knowing hig record, objects to the abuse 
he showers on the man who occasionally 
takes a toddy with a friend. 

“T don’t like him, as full of the milk 
of human kindness asIam. Above that 
sort of prohibitionist I pug the fellow who 
drank’ all his life and just before dying, 
accerding to Thackeray, sang: 


“ "Tis my will when I am dead 

That no tears shall be shed, 

No hic jacet be graved on my stone 
But pour o’er my ashes a bottle of red 
And say a good fellow is gone.’ 


“As I said when I began this discourse, 
I am a sort of prohibitionist myself, and 
I like the straight kind, but I am not in 
love with the toper who quits drinking 
because he has to, and then becomes a 
pharisee—prohibitionist. I wish Mrs. Na- 
tion would use her hatchet on that sort.”’

Chairmen of all the passenger associa- 
tions in the United States held a confer- 
ence at Chicago on February 6th for the 
purpose of organizing from their own 
membership a protective association for 
the prevention of frauds of all kinds upon 
the passenger departments of the roads. 
There were present James Charlton, of 
the Transcontinental; E, E. Macleod, of 
the Western; Charles M. Pratt, of the 
Southwestern; T. C. Donald, of the Cen- 
tral; Joseph Richardson, of the Southern; 
L. P. Farmer, of the trunk lines, and W. 
E. Weems, of the New England. The 
efforts of the new association will be di- 
rected esvecially aeainst manipulation of 
tickets by scalpers in such a way as ‘- 
deprive the roads, of a large amount of 
revenue. All efforts heretof6re made to 
suppress ticket scalping have proved 
fruitless, and all hopes of prevailing on 
congress to pass an anti-ticket scalping 
law have vractically been abandoned. It 
was, therefore, deemed necessary, to 
drive ticket scalpers out of the market, 
to unite all the passenger associations 
in the work. It is understood the new 
association vf chairmen will undertake 
the enforcement of the vari_ys state laws 
prohibiting ticket scalping, and wi"! in- 
vestigate all cases of alteration of tick- 
ets, forgery of signatures, alteration of 
destination, etc. It is also proposed that 
the new association shall use its ytmost 
efforts to have tariff rates strictly main- 


tained by all roads.

Milan I, ex-king of Servia, whose recent 
death has been chronicle] in the public 
prints, was born in Servia August 22, 15%. 
He was the son of Milos Obrenovic and 
succeeded to the throne as Prince Vilan 
Obrenovic IV, and was confirmed by the 
election of the Servian national assembly, 
after the assassination of his unele. 
Prince Michall Obrenevic IIIf, on June 1, 
1868. He was crowned prince of Belgrade 
and assumed the government August 2. 
1872. He was proclaimed king on March 
6, 1882. 

Wing Milan was married October 17, 1875, 
to Natalie, daughter of Colonel Keschko, 
of the Russian imperial guard. The queen 
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EX-KING MILAN. 
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was born in 1859. She was divorced from 
her royal husband October 2, 188. Their 
only offspring is a son, Alexander, the 
present king, who was born August 14, 
1876. 

Two Wars made Milen’s reign memor- 
able. In 1877 he attacked Turkey. when 
the intervention of Russia saved his prin- 
cipality from being reabsorbed by the 
victorious power. In 1886 Milan was de- 
feated in a war with Bulgaria. 

In 182 a woman fired at him twice in 
the cathedral at Helgrade, his capital.

Two Roads. 


The Southern and Central railroads have 
refused the overtures of President 
Thomas, of the Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis, to renew the agreement 
under which the state was to Build a union 
Passenger station in Atlanta to be leased 
for a term of years to the roads enter- 
ing the city. 

The open and unqualified position taken 
by the Southern and the Central in op- 
position to the only plan that would thor- 
oughly protect the interests of the state 
means, first, that the legislature will not 
have a second opportunity ta to build the 
depot—that chance is now lost. 

The second and mest significant feature 
of the action of the Southern and Central 
brought to light yesterday is that these 
two lines, closely associated in business 
interests, are preparing to erect a depot 
of their own on either the property of the 
Southern near the Mitchell street viaduct 
or on that of the Central directly west 
of the Forsyth street bridge. 

To this new depot, railroad men in po- 
sition to know, express the opinion that 
the Atlanta and West Point can be 
brought, leaving only the Western and 
Atlantic, Seaboard Air-Line and Georgia 
railroads to occupy the carshed on the 
property of the state. 

Why the Two Roads Refuse. 

It. was ascertained yesterday from a 
thoroughly reliable source that the re- 
fusal of the Southern and Central is based 
on a realization of the crowded condition 
of the carshed and the impracticability of 
securing space on the state’s property to 
accommodate all the roads. 

It is a fact known to only a few that 
last October when the railroads agreed 
to accept a state built station at an an- 
nual rental of 6 per cent that the South- 
ern and Central became parties to the 
agreement only under protest. After Gov- 
ernor Candler had made an earnest, per- 
sonal appeal to the roads to join in the 
effort to protect the state’s realty, the’ 
two protesting lines yielded. 

When the fight was on before the gen- 
eral assembly for the acceptance of the 
proposition the open and avowed indif- 
ference of the Southern to the action of 
the legislature was a subject of common 
gossip in the lobby of the house. The 
Southern had agreed under protest, al- 


tives of the road did not raise a finger 
in the legitimate fight for the passage of 
the depot bill. Thore was secret delight 
in the camp of the Central and Southern 
when it was finally seen that the fili- 
bustering minority would defeat the meas- 
ure,

President Wickersham, of the Atlanta | 
and ‘West Point, was seen by a representa- 
tive of The Constitution yesterday after- 
noon. 

“Did you refuse to again enter the 
agreement made last year?” he was ask- 
ed point blank. 

“Well, no, I can say that. In fact, I 
would prefer to make no statement. You 
see, just so one road refused to agree, 
that knocks the plan out, so it is a mat- 
ter of little importance what the Atlanta 
and West Point did.’’ 

The attitude of thd Atlanta and West 
Point plainly depends on the action taken 
by the Southern and every reason goes to 
substantiate the impression that the At- 
lanta and West Point will go with the 
Central and Southern to the new depot. 

No Other Plan Possible.

AMENDMENTS TO 
CHARTER WANTED 


Georgia Electric Light- Company Files 
Petition in Superior Court. 


SEVERAL RIGHTS ARE ASKED 


Wants Privilege To Wind Up its 
Business at Any Time 


ALSO TO TRANSFER ITS FRANCHISE 


Asks Privilege To Increase or De- 
crease Capital Stock—Other 
Rights Are Wanted. 


A petition was filed in the superior court 
yesterday by Attorneys Brandon & Ark- 
wright, seeking to amend the charter of 
the Georgia Electric Light Company. The 
amendment requests a number of privi- 
leges. and among these is the right to 
occupy the public highways of the cities 
and counties in which the company may 
operate, for the purpose of furnishing 
electricity for light, heat and power for 
public and private use, and also asks 
the right for the company to wind up its 
business at any time and to transfer its 
franchises. 

The amendment asks the right for the 
corpany, in the prosecution of its busi- 
ness, to erect, maintain and operate 
therein umierground and overhead con- 
duits, tubes, poles, lines, cables, wires, 
conductors, manholes, connections and 
appliances, for the prrpose of conduct- 
ing, supplying and distributing electric- 
ity for light, heat and power for public 
and private use. 

One section also asks for the power to 
increase the capital stock of tho concern 
to an amount not exceeding $2,000,000, di- 
vided into shares of the par value of 
$100 each, consisting of preferred or com- 
mon stock, or both, as may be authorized 
by the stockholders. The privilege is 
also requested to reduce the capital stock, 
by redemption of the preferred stock or 
otherwise, when authorized by a majority 
vote of the common stockholders, pro- 
vided it is not reduced less than 31,000,000. 

Another section requests the right to 
bctrow money with or without security 
and to issue bonds or other obligations 
for the purchase of property, or to pro- 
cvre* funds to be applied to the purposes 
of the business and to secure these funds 
by instruments conveying the title or cre- 


ating liens upon all or any of its property, 
income, rights, privileges and franchises 
then owned and aft2rwards to be ac- 
quired. Also the right and power to 
sel} and transfer all of its property and 
franchises and to wind up its business at 
any time, when authorized by a vote of 
iwo-thirds of its voting stockholders,

PEACH BUDS ARE 
STILL DORMANT 


Indications Point to Largest Crop in 
State's History. 


NEW YORK REPORT IS DENIED 


J. H. Hale, of Fort Valley, Says the 
Outlook Is Promising. 


LITTLE DANGER FROM LATE FROSTS 


South Georgia, In All Probability, 
Will Have, Says J. H. Hale, 
Finest Crop on Record. 


Reports from the great fruit growing 
section of Georgia around Fort Valley and 
Marshallville and, in fact, from every 
portion of south Georgia, indicate that 
the prospective peach crop will be one of 
the largest if not the most successful, in 
every way of any on record. 

In a communication to The Constitu- 
tion, J. H. Hale, of Fort Valley, who 
controls perhaps the largest orchard in 
the state, announces that the prospects 
at this season were never more encourag- 
ing. It is not unusual for the trees to 
be in full bloom by the middle of Feb- 
ruary, but this year the buds are un- 
usually dormant and before the bloom- 
ing period can arrive the weather, it is 
believed, will be warm and genial. 

An impression has gone abroad that the 
fruit trees in south Georgia are now far 
advanced and that as a result great fear 
is entertained among the orchardmen. 
An article in The Fruit Trade Journal 
of New York, of February 9th, to which 
Mr. Hale calls attention, states positively 
that this advanced condition prevails all 
over south Georgia. 

4s a matter of fact the report is en- 
tirely untrue. 

The fruit growers of south and middle 
Georgia are jubilant over the outlook. The 
owners of fruit trees are busily engaged 
in spraying and fertilizing and are con- 
fident that the crop will be by far the 
largest ever grown in the state. 

The following communication from J. 
H. Hale, received yesterday, gives a 
clear indication of the condition of the 
crop: 

“Fort Valley, Ga:, February 13, 1901.— 
Editor Atlanta Constitution—Never before 
in the history of commercial peach cul- 
ture in Georgia has the fruit buds been 
as dormant as they are now this late in 
the season. February 12, 1899, we were in 
full bloom and during several seasons 
full blooming has come between February 
2@th and 25th. Now, while all peach and 
plum trees are loaded full of fine strong 
fruit buds, these buds are as dormant as 
they were in December, scarce any sign 
of swelling being visible even in most 
protected places, and with slag 
weather conditions through the Test of 
February blooming is sure to he very 
late and prospects for a great crop were 
never so bright as now. 

“Our fruit men are all happy and are 
spraying their trees and fertilizing lib- 
erally, and while it’s never safe to 
bank much on a fruit crop till you get 
it well in hid, the chances are now ten 
to one in favor of the 1901 peach crop 
being by all odds the greatest on record.

He re- 
marked to a reporter of The Constitution 
who interviewed him yesterday that he 
never was really sick arid is enjoying 
better health now than for some years 
Past. 

Mr. Jordan's splendid vitality will be 
appreciated when it is stated that he still 
shaves himself regularly, reads the news- 
Papers, writes an occasional! letter in a 
legible hand and takes a daily constitu- 
tioga] in the yicinity of the capitol. Some- 
times he boards a trolley and rides down- 
-town. Singe Christmas he walked two or 
three blocks on Marietta street. He eats 
with a hearty appetite, has a satisfactory 
digestion, sleeps soundly and apparently 
the functions of hig body are as normal 
as those of a much younger person, with 
the exception of a slight deafness. 

But more noteworthy than all, Mr. Jor- 
dan is in cosmplete possession of his men- 
tal faculties. He egnverses freely on any 
topic and has a splendfd memory. He 
Sives dates accurately and describes 
évents interestingly. Though but nine 
years old when the war of 1812 broke out, 
he says he remembers distinctly when a 
company of volunteers left his home, Lex- 
ington, Ga., for service at Savannah. He 
also rembers the Seminole and other early 
Indian wars and tells from the standpoint 
of an eye-witness all about the consterna- 
tion that prevailed when the stars fell 
way back in the thirties, He gives remi- 
niscences of early Georgia politics, especi- 
ally some connected with the exciting 
Clark-Troup campaign. When one con- 
Siders that Mr. Jordan was a middle-aged 
man at the time of the war with Mexico,

Mr. Jordan has sixty-seven greAt grand- 
children, thirty-six grana-children and 
three out of nine of his children are living, 
themselves near the limit of the psalm- 
ist’s aloted span. He was torn near Lex- 
ington, in Oglethorpe county, February 
14, 1808, and has never resided outside of 
Georgia. He learned the tailor’s trade as 
a young man and for ten years followed 
it at Crawfordsville. where he married 
WMehaly Mercer in 1826. She died in 1843. 
His second wife died in 1882. 

When asked if he had observed strict 
rules of preserving his health, Mr. Jor- 
dan said he had always been very tem- 
perate, save in the use of tobacco, which 
he guit using ten years ago as a matter 
of moral conviction. He said he was in- 
duced to give up the weed by a sermon 
preached by Evangelist Munhall in At- 
lanta during a great revival in the old 
warehouse, Mr. Jordan said he was con- 
verted at Kendrick’s camp meeting, near 
Washington, Ga., in 1819, and had tried 
to live the life of a consistent Christian 
since that time. He said he attributed 
his longevity in no small degree to “the 
peace of mind which passeth all under- 
standing."’ He declared he loved life, even 
in the seventh age, and did not want to 
die, However, he expressed himself as 
ready to go, but talked about death as if 
it were no more imminent to him than to 
any other man. 


GARNER CONVICTED 
ON FORGERY CHARGE 


Man Implicated in Straw Bond Swin- 
dle Is Found Guilty. 


IS TO BE SENTENCED TODAY 


Was Charged with Forging Name of 
G. W. Webb to a Bond. 


MISTRIAL IN THE: BLACKSTOCK CASE 


Intent To Murder—Baker Case 
Not .Called Yesterday, 


J. T. Garner, who is implicated with 
Jud Glenn in the straw bond swindle: un- 
earthed some time ago, was convicted 
yesterday in the criminal superior court 
of the charge of forgery. Judge Fite will 
sentence Garner this morning. The pen- 
alty for conviction of the offense of 
forgery is a sentence cf not less than 
four.and not more than ten years in the 
penitentiary. 

Garner was charged with forging the 
name of G. W. Webb to a bond, to se 
cure the presence at a justice court‘of a 
man by the name of Hames. The pris- 
oner was represented by Colonel W. T. 
Moyers, while Solicitor Charlie Hill ap- 
peared for the state. 

Severa] witnesses were introduced by 
the state, in an effort to prove that Gar- 
‘ner whs the man who had signed the 
name of G. W. Webb to the bond. It 
seems that after Hames was arrested 
Garner went before Justice of the Peace 
Bateman for the purpose of making bond 
for him. He was accompanied by a 
young man named W. C. Webb, and it 
appears that young Webb had signed a 
bond for $100. 

Later Jchn Cuorrigan, assistant to So- 
licitor Eugene Black, of the city court. 
advised Judge Bateman to inerease the 
bord, and accordingly it was raised from 
$10 to $80. .Garner then went before 
Julius L. Brown with a bond signed by 
G. W. Webb. It appears that G. W. 
Webb is an uncle of W. C. Webb, and 
he pronounced the signature on the bond 
a forgery. Both Colonel Moyers and So- 
licitor Hill made able argaments in the 
case. 

Garner has still another case against 
him, charging larceny after trust, but 
it is not probable that this case wil! be 
crushed, owing to the fact that he was 
fourd guilty in the forgery case. Jud 
Glenn will likely be placed on trial to- 
day. Considerable interest has been 
aroused in these cases. 

Judge Fite yesterday declared a mis- 
trial in the John Blackstock case, as the 
jury could not agree upon a_ verdict. 
Blackstock is charged with assault with 
intent to murder, he being accused of 
cutting Homer Thompson, son of Police 
Captain Thompscn.

VHAVE NOT MADE. 
THEIR RETURNS 


Ordinary Wilkinson Finds a Se- 
rious Disregard of Law, 


INVESTIGATION GOING Oh 


Between 600 and 800 Guardians and 
Administrators Have Not Com- 
plied with the Statute. 
Delinquents Back to 
1875. 


An investigation into the records of the 
ordinary’s office, which is being prose- 
cuted by Judge John R. Wilkinson, has 
revealed the fact that a large number of 
guardians and administrators have, for 
some years, failed to make return to 
the ordinary’s office, as required by law. 
Judge Wilkinson has had two men at! 
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JUDGE JOHN R. WILKINSON. 

He has Unearthed a Unique State 
of Affairs in the Administration 
of Guardians. 
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work on the records for several days past 
and he stated last night that the number 
of delinquents wiil probably reach six or 
eight hundred, 

In some cases the records have been in- 
spected as far back as_1875 and no record 
of any return has been found. The law 
stipulates that returns shall be made by 
July of each year of all estates for which 
a guardian has been appointed and that 
all administrators shall make a proper ap- 
praisement of the.property of which they 
are in charge. 

The investigation into this surprising 
discovery has not yet been completed, but 
Judge Wilkinson states that just as soon 
as this is done he will notify the delin- 
quents to make their proper returns by 
the coming July, If the returns are not 
made at that time he says he will proceed 
to have those failing to comply with the 
law removed and other guardians and ad- 
ministrators appointed. This is the pén- 
alty specified in the law regarding the 
matter. 

The discovery of this irregularity was 
made as a result of inquiries by lawyé?rs 
in reference to certain records. When the 
books in the ordinary’s office were con- 
sulted no record of these transactions 
were found. It was then realized that 
there was something wrong with the rec- 
ords, and Judge Wilkinson began an in- 
vestigation with the result that several 
hundred delinquent guardians and admin- 
istrators have been discovered. 

In speaking of the matter Judge Wilkin- 
son said: 

“As soon as the | investigation of the 
records is completed I intend to notify 
the delinquents to make their returns by 
July. The law specifies that these re- 
turns shal! be made every year, but for 
Some reason this has not been done. I 
want to correct the records and I cannot 
do this unless the returns are masde.. I

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Cincinnati, February 14.—There will be 
fo contest between Jeffries and Ruhlin, 
or any one else, in Saengerfest hall, in 
this city, tomogrow night, and no other 
date has been fixed for the event. Neith- 
er will there be any mobilization of troops 
outside of the hall or anywhere else to- 
morrow night or any other time in this 
city to keep Jeffries and Ruhlin from 
meeting there. The permanent injunction 
issued by Judge Hollister today against 
the proposed championship contest tomor- 
tow night or at any other time has 
caused the indefinite postponement of the 
arrangements of the state and county 
authorities ag well as of the promoters of 
the contest. Jeffries and Ruhlin still 
maintain their quarters, but they are not 
doing much training, and both expect to 
leave for their respective engagements 
next Saturday night and to keep their 
dates on the road next week. 

When the joint conference adjourned to- 
might it was announced that nothing haa 
been ‘done except to postpone indefinitely 
the contest. It was announced that there 
would be another meeting tomorrow af- 
ternoon, at which it would be decidea 
whether the defendants would carry the 
case to the circuit and supreme courts 
and the contest be postponed to such a 
date as would allow time for counsel to 
carry the case to the higher courts. 

‘While no such definite information was 
received from the promoters tonight as 
expected, yet it is believed to be due to 
some controversy over the $5,000 forfeit 
and not to any question regarding the 
injunction. 

The promoters announced that they 
would abide by the decree of the court 
absolutely. ‘ 

An Injunction Issued. 

Judge Hollister today issued a perma-~- 
nent injunction against the Jeffries-Ruh- 
Mn contest, acheduled for Saengerfest 
hall, in this city, tomorrow night. The 
decree of the court permanently restrain- 
ed the managers of the contestants and 
the Saengerfest Athletic Association and 
all connected with the proposed event 
from proceeding at Saengerfest hall on 
any date, 

Attorneys for the defendants gave no- 
tice of appeal and took exceptions to the 
law and*facts in the finding of the court. 
If the case is carried to the court of last 
resort, it is expected that counsel on 
both sides will agree upon a mere entry 
in the circuit court and proceed thence to 
the supreme court next Tuesday. Since 
the issue has been raised on an alleged

distinction between prize fights and boxing 
contests, interested parties on both sides 
seem now to Want a decision in the court 
of last resort in Ohio for a precedent in 
the future, even if the event is indefinitely 
postponed or declared off, as seems most 
probab!e. 

There was a very large crowd at the 
courthouse in waiting all forenoon for the 
final decree. The directors and members 
of the Saengerfest Athletic Association, 
with their counsel, Managers Brady, Mad- 
den, Cook and others were among the 
most interested spectators. but it is deubt- 
ful whether they were more interested 
than the large assemblage of clergymen 
and other citizens who were opposing 
the contest. Nearly all the members of the 
Hamilton county bar were present. Judge 
Hollister began reading his decision at 
11:25 a. m. and concluded at 1:40 p. m. 

Brady Praised; Madden Blamed. 

The state won on all the points at issue 
in law as well as in fact but it was not 
until the judge reached the last part of 
his opinion that it; was pogsible to tell 
which way he had decided. In reviewing 
the testimony the court praised that of 
Manager Brady, in which he:testified that 
the contestants would do their best to 
win, and that any other kind of a meets 
ing between Jeffries and Ruhlin would be 
a fake on the public. He severely review- 
ed the testimony of Manager Madden, who 
held that there had been no prize fights 
since the days of Sullivan, and that the 
proposed contest here was to be on points. 
The court passed the evidence of Mad- 
den, holding it to be insincere, while he 
announced that the testimony of Brady 
commanded the respect of the court. He 
then reviewed the contracts between Bra- 
dy and the Saengerfest Athletic Associa- 
tion, and between Brady and Madden and 
others. The contract between Brady and 
Madden provided that their men were to 
fight under the rules of the marquis of 
Queensbery. Court read these rules and 
held that a contest under them for the 
championship of the world was certainly 
a prize fight under the Ohio Jaw and in 
fact. He reviewed the three kinds of con- 
tests referred to by Brady, Madden and 
others in their evidence. 

First—Prize fights unlimited in the time 
or number of rounds. 

Seconi—Contests limited in the time 
of rounds and intermission, but not ifn 
the number of rounds. 

Third—Contests limited in time and 
number of rounds and decisions rendered 
therein on points. 

Fatal Knockout Possible. 

The court held that a fatal knockout 
could come under any of these classes 
and that any contest for a prize was a 
prize fight, in which resort to brutality 


might take place at any time. The court 


| 


cited cases at great length in deciding the 
following points: 

1. That the proposed contest was te 
be a prize fight in fact and such as is 
prohibited under the Ohio statutes, and 
that the contentions of the defendants 
that they proposed to give a boxing con- 
test had not been maintained. ) 

2. That the proposed fight would const!- 
tute a public nuisance, such as courts of 
equity are bound to restrain. 

3. That as a court of equity he had the 
power to enjoin the fight, although there 
was legal remedy after its occurrence. 

4. That in view of all the circum- 
stances he was bound to grant a perma- 
nent injunction against such a nuisance 
as was contemplated in the proposed 
prize fight. 

The judge stated that he found a prize 
fight, rather than a boxing contest, to be 
contemplated, not only by the evidence of 
the state, but also by that of witnesses 
for the defense. He added: 

“The difference between public and pri- 
vate nuisance is that a private nuisance 
involves private property, and a public 
nuisance involves all the interests of man- 


kind.”’ 
City’s Fame at Stake, 

The court stated that a city’s fair name 
and its reputation as a law-abiding com- 
munity is a property right sufficient to en- 
join a prize fight. He said: 

“The proposed contest is a distinct step 
backward. It sets a false standard of 
manly virtue. The progress of civilization 
is slow—very slow. A man advances or 
he retrogrades. There is no such thing as 
standing still. So it is with a community. 
Such affairs as this proposed contest are 
degrading and stand in the way of prog- 
ress. 

“Civil rights are here involved. Equity 
will not enjoin a crime merely because 
it is a crime, but when that crime be- 
pours a public nuisance equity can step 

n. 


The court upheld the right of the attor- 
ney general to appear in court in the suit 
against the fight. He said the state is di- 
rectly interested in every case in which 
the public morals are involved, as is true, 
he said, in the case of the fight. 

He cited an Indiana supreme court in- 
junction against a prize fight as one of 
the main precedents on which he based 
his right to grant the injunction. The 
court reviewed the testimony of Mayor 
‘Fleischman at length to show that such 
events as he regarded as contests for 
points in boxing were really prize fights 
as contemplated under the Ohio law. 

Judge Peck at once gave notice of ap- 
peal and took exceptions to the finding 
of the court, both in law and in fact. 

After the court adjourned counsel] for 
the defendants met in conference, and 
the promoters postponed the contest on 


account of the decree of the court.

Color was lent to the scene by a red Brus- 
sels carpet, which covered the entire floor 
to the foot of the altar, where, to the 
right entering from the gallery of dames, 
the wall was decorated with frescoes of 
the holy trinity and the tutelary saints of 
Spain by Geacinto, while above the altar 
is an “Annunciation” painted by Raphael! 
during his later days. 

Royalty and Grandees. 

Today beneath the chapel’s dome gath- 
ered royalty and the grandees of Spain 
save the leaders and followers of the anti- 
governmental parties. On the gospel side 
of the altar was seated the bride’s party, 
consisting of the king, the queen regent 
and other members of the royal family, 
with their suite of attendants, and the 
members of the royal household. On the 
same side of the chapel in an adjoining 
tribune were grandees of Spain, members 
of high religious orders, distinguished per- 
sonages, army and‘ navy officials ana 
civil authorities. On the same side of the 
chapel. another tribune was occupied by 
former cabinet ministers, the civil gov- 
ernor of Madrid, the county council, mu- 
nicipal councillors and members of mil- 
itary orders and of the orders of Carios 
ITI and Isabelle Catollica. On the castle 
side, nearest to the altar, were the mem- 
bers of the council, with their wives. and 
presidents and other officials of the sen- 
ate and chamber of deputies. Behina 
thefn were the chiefs of the palace and the 
professors of the children of the royal 
family. The next tribune was devoted to 
the members of the diplomatic corps and 
their wives and that farthest from the 
altar was occupied by the gentlemen in 
waiting of the palace. 

The space in front of the tribunes was 
fillegd with chairs and benches, on which 
were seated the chiefs of the palace re- 
tainers. with the Duke Di Sotomayor at 
their head: a body of Halberdiers, the 
palace chaplains and other minor palace 
attendants. The side aisle was occupied 
by commissioners of the principalities of 
Asturia and provincial deputations.

TABLED THE SIDEWALK BIDS 


Committee Will Call for Bids as the 
Work Comes Up. 


TWO STREETS TO BE PAVED 


Bids Accepted for Street Materials 
During the Current 
Year. 


The street committee of council met 
yesterday afternoon and considered and 
acted upon bids for considerable work for 


the year. 

One of the most important matters was 
the question of tile sidewalk and cement 
curbing, bids for which had been put in by 
two parties—the Atlanta Tile Company, of 
which H. Lewis is president, and Souders 
& Jamison, of LaFayette, Ind. The latter 
firm has never done any work in the city. 
The bid of the Atlanta Tile Company was 
15 cents per square foot for tile sidewalks 
ang 30 cents per linear foot for cement 
curbing. The. bid of the other firm was 14 
cents for tile sidewalks and 65 cents for 
cement curbing. The committee consider- 
ed the bids as a whole and, it being diffi- 
cult fo decide which was the lower, be- 
cause it cannot be told in advance how 
much of each class of work is to be done, 
laid the bids on the table and decided that 
it would call for bids on each piece of 
work to be done whenever it is decided to 
put siewalks on any particular street.” 

The committee passed up a paving ordi- 
nance for Hull street, between Luckie 
ang Simpson, its entire length, the street 
to be paved with chert and rock. 

It also passed up the provision for pav- 
ing Jackson street from Edgewood avenue 
to Decatur street with old stone taken 
from Decatur street. 

The following bids for work to be done 
during the current year were accepted: 

Walsh & McAlpin, curbing, 26% cents 
per foot.; Frank Lake, brick sidewalks, 
37% cents per yard cash, or 43 cents per 
yard on time: Randall Bros., chert, 8&8 
cents per ton; Venable’ Bros., broken 
stone, three grades, $1.10, 70 cents and 65 
cents per ton. 

A large number of requests for paving 
and improvements in various sections of 
the city were passed upon.

The Bustle of Labor Around the Site

Ig the proposed Etowah hotel to be re- 
alized? That is a question confronting 
the promoters of the big enterprise which 
was projected as one of the most mag- 
nificent hostelries in the south. . 

From a scene of bustling industry the 


“site of the proposed building has relapsed 


into @ state of inactivity and silence 
that is ominous; and passersby for a 
week past have been greeted by a huge 
yawning excavation in which is seen 
neither man nor beast at work. 

Nothing could be learned from the pro- 
jectors of the movement further than 
that a change in the plans was under dis- 
cussion. Just to what extent the plans 
will be altered or how long it will be 
before work on the building is resumed, 
could not be’learned, Some of those in- 
directly interested in the movement are 


of the opinion that the plans have been 
reduced and that the buflding will not be 
ag extensive as originally intended. It 
ig thought that the Griffin building, 
which adjoins the proposed hotel proper- 
ty, will be extended back to Forsyth 
street, cutting off a large block from 
the hotel site, which will be reduced to 
the southern half of the square bounded 
by Peachtree, James, Forsyth and Luckie 
Streets. The plans ag originally drawn 
called for the expenditure of $700,000 on 
the building, but if the proposed change 
is made the expenditures with no doubt 
be greatly curtailed. 

Another rumor has it that a large 
Chicago concern, which recently offered 
$80,000 for the First Methodist church 
property, has bought the entire block, 
including the armory property, and will 
erect an extensive building, the bottom 
floor of which will be rented for stores, 
the upper floors to be fitted out as apart- 
ments. 

Messrs, George W. Parrott and Hoke 
Smith were seen last night by a represen- 
tative of The Constitution and asked 
about the rumors, but nothing could be 
learned further than that changes if the 
original plans of the building were being 
discussed. More than that they would 
not say. Sam Parrott is out of the city 
and Paul Barnett could not be seen. - 

Thus the fate of the hotel is shrouded 
in secrecy, and while the bustle and hum 
of traffic continues to flow around the 
“Etowah”’ site, within there is silence and 
the casual] observer sees nothing but a 
huge hole in the ground filled with red 
mud. ; v 

It is not contemplated, however, that 
the project shall be abandoned; the dis- 
cussion seems to be simply as to whether 
or not the work shall be continued on the 
magnificent scale originally contemplat- 
ed. The company recently closed a con- 
tract for $16,000 worth of pressed brick for 
facing and it is likely that preliminary 
work will be begun afresh in a day or 
two. 

Still, the delay is interesting and the 
secret cause of the lull in the arrange- 
ments has caused considerable discussion.

DECLINED ON BULLISH NEWS 


Corn Was Firm, But Dull, Making 
New High Record—Oats Fairly 
Active and Firm—Provis- 
ions Firm, But Dull 
and Narrow. 


Chicago, February 14.—Wheat behaved in an 
inexplicable way today, closing %c lower after 
@ nervous, irregular session. Corn established 
another high mark for thé crop and closed %@ 
%c over yesterday. Oats closed %c up. Provis- 
ions closed 2%@20c improved. 

At any stage.of the speculative play in wheat 
it was extremely difficult to discern the impulse 
governing the market. It was a nervous, hes- 
itating, irregular affair generally dull but full 
of unaccountable whims. The profundity of 
even the experts was taxed to the limit and 
their advices ‘‘on the proper manner of .play- 
ing the market’’ was oraculous and vague. The 
market yesterday advanced in the face of bear- 
ish news; today it declined on advices which 
on the surface looked emphatically bullish. 
May opened a shade higher to a shade lower 
at 76@75%c and under the influences of ad- 
vances at Liverpool and on the continent ad- 
vanced early on a small trade to 76%c. On the 
advance trade became very dull and a little 
foreign selling, added to local liquidation, sent 
May off to 75%c. The corn strength later 
frightened some wheat shorts, whose covering 
caused a rally to 75%c. Longs, owing to the 
nervous, uncertaiti appearance of the iaarket, 
thought it advisable to secure profits. May 
consequently turned heavy and the close was 
at the bottom at 75%@75%, %c lower. Primary 
receipts were 449,000 bushels, compared with 
479,000 bushels a year ago, this comparison be- 
ing one of the bullish factors ignored by the 
market. Minneapolis -and Duluth reported a 
total of 311 cars, against 299 last week and 
500 tne corresponding day last year. Fresh ar- 
rivals were numbered 5! cars, | of which 
graded contract. Exporters reported 20 loads 
taken for foreign shipment. Seaboard clear- 
ances in wheat and flour were equa] to 302,- 
000 bushels. There was a better domestic flour 
demand reported, but half the Minneapolis 
mills were closed and the cash defhand here 
was slow. Wheat for July delivery was still 
sold rather freely, and the discount ander May 
widened to | %c. 

Corn was firm and dull. A new high price for 
the corn crop was made. The closing spurt was 
due to covering by shorts made timid by the 
absence of country selling, moderate receipts, 
higher cables and the continued poor g-:ading 
of corn received here. May sold between 39%@ 
39%c and closed %@%c higher at 40%@40\c. 
Receipts were 326 cars. The clearances—860, - 
000 bushels—were a material benefit to the 
market, although the shipping business here 
was slow. 

Oats were fairly active and firm, the corn 
strength, a good cash demand and moderate 
receipts being the supporting factors. May sold 
between 254%@25%c and 25%c and closed %c 
higher at 25%c. Receipts were 306 cars. 

Provisions ruled firm though rather dull and 
narrow. The demand, mostly for pork, was 
started by the strength of the hog market, and 
the pace was maintained later with the as- 
sistance of the corn strength. May pork sold 
between $14.12%@14.35 and closed 20c higher 
at $14.32%; May lard between $7.diw,.u 
closing 2%c higher at $7.57%, and May ribs 
between $7.10@7.17%@7.20, with the close 
7%c higher at $7.17%.

Chicago, February 14.—Wheat: There was a 
small decline early, but very little long wheat 
came out, which started shorts covering, while 
good commission house buying appeared 
throughout the day. In the advance to 76%c 
for May wheat, heavy selling appeared through 
commission houses largely in a realizing way. 
There was some strength gathered from corn, 
but it did not last long, and the market closed 
rather heavy. European crop news was quite 
bullish, which accounted largely for the ad- 
vances at the English and continental centers. 
Should any further decline manifest itself to- 
morrow we favor purchases.

The statistician estimates the United States 
wheat crop of 1900 at 522,229,505 bushels, 
the area actually harvested being 42,495.- 
385 acres and the average yield per acre 12.29 
bushels, The production of winter wheat is 
estimated at 305,025.409 bushels and that 
of spring wheat at 172,204,096 bushels, the 
area actually harvested being 26,235,897 
acres in the former case and 16,259,488 acres 
in the latter. The winter wheat acreage totally 
abandoned in Ohio, Michigan, Indiana and [I)- 
linois is finally placed at 3,522,787 acres 
and the spring wheat acreage. totally 
abandoned in North Dakota and South Dakota 
at 793,467 acres, The extraordinarily rapid 
rate at which the winter wheat acreage of 
Nebraska is gaining upon the spring wheat 
acreage of that state has necessitated a spe- 
cial investigation of the relative extent to 
which the two varieties were grown during 
the past year. The result of the investigation 
is that, while no change is called for in the 
total wheat figures of the state, 590,575 acres 
have been added to the winter wheat column at 
the expense of the spring variety. 

The corn crop of 1900 was one of the four 
largest ever gathered, while the oat crop has 
only once been exceeded, On the other hand, 
the barley and rye crops are the smallest, 
with one exception in each case, since 1887, 
the buckwheat crop is the smallest since | 883, 
and the hay crop the smallest, with one ex- 
ception, since 1888. 

The average prices of all the eight crops 
reported upon were higher on December Ist 
than on December I, 1899. The average farm 
price of wheat was 3.5 cents per bushel! higher, 
with the result that a crop less by 25,000,000 
bushels than that of the preceding year was 
worth nearly « $4,000,000 more, Corn was 
worth 5.4 cents per bushel more than at the 
corresponding date in 1899, and, estimated on 
this basis, the total crop, although but little 
larger than that of the preceding year, was 
worth $122,000,000 more, The average price 
of hay was $8.89 per ton, as compared with 
$7.27 per ton on December Ist of the preced- 
ing year, and accordingly a crop six and one- 
half million tons less was worth $33,600,000 
more,

Although entifely overtaken by  sur- 
prise and overcome with emotion, Mrs. 
Plane was adequate to the occasion, and 
replied in a beautiful and tender little 
Speech that will go down in the history 
of the chapter. 

At the conclusion of. this feature of the 
programme Mr. Ranck, of Kentucky, was 
introduced and by special request he 
read from his recently published book, 
which deals with the dead confederate 
soldier and the poet of Kentucky, Theo- 
dore O’Hara, who wrote the beautiful and 
oft-quoted martial por. “The Bivouac 
of the Dead”’ 


Mr. Ranck briefly outlined the poet's 
life—his career as a soldier in the Mexi- 
can war, in the regular army, with Albert 
Sidney Johnson and Robert E. Lee, and 
later in the confederacy with these dis- 
tinguished heroes. 

After referring to the chivairy 

O'Hara in his every relation in life, Mr. 
Ranck discussed his poetic genius and 
read extracts with comments from his 
famous poem. He then eloquently urged 
upon the Daughters of the Confederacy 
their individual as well as collective re- 
sponsibility in the matter of preserving 
southern history in all its purity and 
‘truth, for generations yet unborn. He 
contended that our southern writers were 
not appreciated and properly put forward 
by their own people, “and that there was 
a great duty before the people of the 
south in the perpetuation of history, and 
the literature of southern men and wo- 
men. Miss Lida Field, whose history of 
the south is used in sixty-eight of Geor- 
gia’s county schools, was introduced at 
the meeting to demonstrate to Mr. Ranch 
that Georgia women were trying to do 
their part, while reference was made to 
the widely used history and literature of 
Miss Mildred Rutherford, of Athens, Ga. 

In illustration of the historic value of 
the application papers held by the chap- 
ter of every active member, Mrs. W. D. 
Ellis, -former registrar, made a highly in- 
teresting talk, saying: 

“One of the principal objects of our 
order is to perpetuate confederate his- 
tory. <As the little grains of sand piled 
upon each other form .the shining sea- 
shore, and as the little rain drops run 
together and form thé surging tide, so 
the acts of each distinct soldier, joined 
with others in the rank and file, make up 
the brave character of the brigade. 

“General records, as written in history.

times worthy to be remembered. 

“Knowing this, it came within my 
pleasure and duty to make earnest appeal 
to applicants for membership to spread 
upon the record the full history of him

FAILED TO COMPLY | 


Six Companiés Complained of to the 


NO WAY OF MAKING’ THEM PAY 


Comptroller General Sounds a Note 
of Warning to the Prop- 
erty Owners. 


According to information received by 
Comptroller General W. A. Wright; what 
are known as wildcat insurance compa- 
nies are doing considerable business in 
Georgia, their operations being confined 
principally to the smaller towns and 
country sections, where people are not 
well posted on the insurance laws. 

The comptroller general received a let-' 
ter yesterday from T, 8S. McKinney, at 
Blue. Ridge, Ga., stating that the North- 
western Fire Insurance Company, of Chi- 
cago, had written. A policy covering a 
brick building at that place at a very 
cheap rate, and asking if this company 
was permitted to do businegs in this state, 
and if it is reliable. 


The letter went on to enumerate other 


insurance compantes which have issued 
policies on lumber ‘and other property at 
Ellijay and at other points tn that section. 
The companies named are the Great 
Britain Insurance Company, of London; 
the Central Insurance Company, the Citi- 


zens’ Insurance Company, the Common- 
wealth and the Mercantile Insurance 
companies, all of Chicago, Ill. The 
writer stated that these companies had 
all issued policies from their home offices 
in Chicago, and asked if they were reiia- 
ble and whether losses would be paid if 
they occurred. 

Comptroller General Wright stated yes- 
terday, and he will] also inform the writer 
of the letter. that not one of the compa- 
nies named has the right to do business 
in Georgia. 

“There is so much wildeat insurance 
business going on in the state,’ said the 
comptroller general, “that I think the 
people should be warned about it, for It 
is practically impossible) for them to re- 
cover sohuld they sustain a loss and 
the company refuse to pay. Under the 
Georgia laws:no resident or non-resident 
is allowed to adjust. a fire loss in this 
state under a policy from.a company 
which has not‘ complied with the Georgia 
laws. The penalty for violating this law 
is a fine of $100 to $1,000 and imprisonment 
for six or twelve months, either or both, 
in the discretion of the court. Being un- 
able to make proofs of loss, the insured 
could not recover by suit against the com- 
panies in the state of their residence. 

“Wherever an insurance company is 
authorized to do’ business in Georgia, the 
agent of the company has a special If: 
cense signed by the ftnsurance coftimis- 
sioner, and -parties desiring to protect 
tu@mselvyes can ‘call’ for that license be- 
fore, purchasing a policy.
